LOS ANGELES, CAL. 

Communicable Diseases in Animals— Notification, Care of in Stables, Isolation 
(Ordinance Adopted May 1, 1912). 

Section 50. It shall be unlawful for any person having under treatment, or owning, 
or having possession, control, or knowledge of any animal affected with glanders, farcy, 
tuberculosis, or anthrax, or with any other infectious or contagious disease, to fail, 
refuse, or neglect to report, in writing, to the health commissioner immediately upon 
obtaining knowledge that such animal is so affected, giving the location of such animal, 
the name of the disease with which the same is affected, and the name and addrees of 
the owner of such animal. 

Sec. 51. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation to establish, con- 
duct, or maintain any stable, hospital, or other place for the treatment of diseased 
horses or other animals within the city of Los Angeles without first applying for and 
receiving a permit, in writing, from the health commissioner so to do. 

Sec. 52. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation owning or having 
the control or possession of any animal affected with glanders, farcy, tuberculosis, or 
anthrax, or with any other infectious or contagious disease, to permit such animal to 
go or to be in or upon any public street, alley, or other public place, or to come in 
contact with any other animal not so affected.
